Questions

WASHINGTON President 
Obama’s decision to join 
Western intervention in Libya 
is raising concerns about 
the cost and duration of the 
military operation. 

Even if the U.S. role in Libya 
remains limited, the effort 
will add to record-high debt 
and deficits that have led to 
a budget standoff between 
Republicans and Obama’s 
Democrats. 

“It’s a strange time in which 
almost all of our congres- 
sional days are spent talking 
about budget, deficits, outra- 
geous problems and yet at the 
same time all of this passes,’’ 
said Richard Lugar, the top 
Republican on the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee. 

Lugar, a senior lawmaker 
who has been in sync with 
Obama on many foreign af- 
fairs issues, told CBS’s “Face 
the Nation’’ that he under- 
stood the mission was to stop 
the “cruelties and the murder’’ 
of civilians in Libya. 

But he said he worried that 
the Libya intervention could 
draw the U.S. more deeply into 
the unrest in the Middle East 
than the Obama administra- 
tion intends. 

The Libyan intervention 
marks a third military opera- 
tion in a Muslim country, with 
the U.S. armed services’ 
resources already stretched 
thin by the Iraq and Afghani- 
stan wars. 

Until last week, Obama 
himself had been reluctant to 
support calls by France and 
Britain for a no-fly zone over 
Libya because of concerns 
about its effectiveness and 
wariness over where it might 
lead. 

With troops in Iraq and 
Afghanistan, the U.S. now is 
fighting three conflicts while 
struggling under a huge 
budget deficit and national 
debt. 

The Pentagon also has 
plans to cut $78 billion in 
defense spending over five 
years.

A show of force 


Arab support in doubt as U.S., allies begin bombing raids on Libya

TRIPOLI Western forces pounded Libya’s air de- 
fenses and patrolled its skies Sunday but their 
day-old intervention hit a diplomatic setback as 
the Arab League chief condemned the “bombard- 
ment of civilians.” 

As European and U.S. forces unleashed war- 
planes and cruise missiles against Moammar Gad- 
hafi’s air defenses and armor, the Libyan leader 
said the airstrikes amounted to terrorism and 
vowed to fight to the death. 

Later, however, a Libyan armed forces spokes- 
man stated at a live news conference that the army 
was ordering all troops to cease fire immediately 

This statement drew no immediate response 
from Western powers, who had blamed Gadhafi’s 
government for breaking a unilateral cease-fire it 
announced last week. 

The military intervention had forced Gadhafi’s 
eastern forces to flee from the outskirts of Beng-

hazi in the face of the allied air attacks. 

However, tanks also moved into Misrata, the 
last rebel-held city in western Libya. Among the 
densely packed houses full of civilians, they were 
less vulnerable to attack from the air. 

A Libyan government health official said 64 
people had been killed in the Western bombard- 
ment overnight, but it was impossible to verify 
the report as government minders refused to take 
reporters in Tripoli to the sites of the bombings. 

Arab League chief Amr Moussa called for an 
emergency meeting of the group of 22 states to 
discuss Libya. He requested a report into the 
bombardment, which he said had “led to the 
deaths and injuries of many Libyan civilians.” 


“What is happening in Libya differs from the 
aim of imposing a no-fly zone, and what we want 
is the protection of civilians and not the bom- 
bardment of more civilians,” Egypt’s state news 
agency quoted Moussa as saying. 

Arab backing for a no-fly zone provided crucial 
underpinning for the passage of a U.N. Security 
Council resolution last week that paved the way 
for Western action to stop Gadhafi killing civil- 
ians as he fights an uprising against his rule. 

Withdrawal of Arab support would make it 
much harder to pursue what some defense ana- 
lysts say could in any case be a difficult, open-end- 
ed campaign with an uncertain outcome. 

Britain and the U.S. rebuffed Moussa’s com- 
ments. 

A senior U.S. official said a U.N. resolution en- 
dorsed by Arab states covered “all necessary mea- 
sures” to protect civilians, “which we made very 
clear includes, but goes beyond, a no-fly zone.”

Tragedy is no time for self-promotion. 

Fm paratweeting here (my word of the week), but if I see another 
tweet like “Fll donate money to Japan fund for each new follower I 
get,” Fm going to SCREAM— and not just in caps lock in my mind. 

^u might think it makes sense to try to increase followers and 
disguise it as doing a good deed, but that’s not how it comes across. 
Every one of those tweets sounds desperate and pathetic. 

The response was swift and angry when Microsoft did it. 

“How you can #SupportJapan-For every retweet, bing will give $i 
to Japan quake victims, up to $iooK.” 

Ouch. Where’s the untweet button when you need one? 

The Internet nearly exploded in rage after that Microsoft tweet 
went up. How could a company as big as Microsoft— a company 
known for philanthropy— tie the ongoing quest for retweets to chari- 
ty? Bing later apologized, saying it was trying to provide an easy way for 
people to help. Sorry but that idea was as half-baked as a bad souffle. 

People with huge followings can never lose sight of how much influ- 
ence they have. When you tweet, think about your audience. 

Gilbert Gottfried lost his job last week as the voice of the iconic 
Aflac duck when he tweeted insensitive jokes about the earthquake 
and tsunami. Rapper 50 Cent somehow managed to tie his “hoes” 
with the tsunami evacuation. 

And this isn’t the first time celebs and corporations have tried to 
capitalize on an international crisis. Remember this classic tweet sent 
out during the Egypt revolution? 

“Millions are in uproar in #Cairo. Rumor is they heard our new 
spring collection is now available online at http://bit.ly/KCairo -KC” 

Let’s hope Kenneth Cole learned a valuable lesson. Maybe the 
moral of the past week’s Twitter screw-ups is simply to think before 
you tweet. Here are three suggestions: 

»Use search to help. With Japan, I did a simple Twitter search and 
looked for charities offering ways to donate. I ended up retweeting 
the Red Cross text campaign in which you can donate $10 via cell 
phone. 

» If you run multiple accounts, there’s no excuse for confusing 
them. Ever. An employee for a social media agency— who was fired, 
by the way— dropped the F-word on Chrysler’s account earlier this 
month. 

» Proofread. At the very least, you might save yourself some embar- 
rassment. 

What’s your advice for people who leave their mark on Twitter for 
all the wrong reasons? Tweet me, poke me— just tell me. Use caution.

Door-biker collisions a rising concern

Traffic laws recently were strengthened in Illi- 
nois to create safety buffers for bicyclists who 
share streets with drivers, but state transpor- 
tation officials are rejecting pleas from cycling 
advocates to keep records on what they con- 
sider the most common type of vehicle-bike 
accident. 

It involves, surprisingly vehicles that are 
not moving. 

That’s one of the reasons the Illinois De- 
partment of Transportation said it does not 
track accidents in which a vehicle door is 
flung open in the path of a bicyclist, even 
though serious injuries and at least one fatal- 
ity have occurred in the past several years as 
the result of bicyclists being “doored.” 

Kim Nishimoto, whose son was killed in 
a dooring accident, said she thinks IDOT’s 
position that a vehicle must be in motion 
for a crash to be tallied is a mistake and a dis- 
grace. Her son, Clinton Miceli, died June 9, 
2008, after an SUV driver’s door was opened 
on North LaSalle Street. Miceli, 22, couldn’t

D PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti Hip-hop singer 
Wyclef Jean was recovering Sunday after 
he was shot in the hand in Haiti, his publicist 
said. 

Spokeswoman Cindy Tanenbaum said Jean 
was shot in Port-au-Prince on Saturday— on 
the eve of the country’s presidential runoff 
vote. 

The wound was superficial and “he is doing 
well,” Tanenbaum said. 

Jean suffered the wound soon after stepping 
out of his car to talk on his phone, according to 


Gerry Andre, his spokesman in Haiti. 

“He heard a gunshot, then he saw his right- 
hand palm was bleeding,” Andre said. 

Jean was treated a hospital and released, 
Tanenbaum said. 

Andre said it was not clear if Jean was a tar- 
get of the shooting. 

“I cannot accuse anybody ” Andre said. 

The police investigation was stalled byJean’s 
refusal to speak to police about the incident, 
according to Garry Desrosiers, a spokesman 
for the Haitian national police. 


Jean has been helping the presidential cam- 
paign of popular musician Michel Martelly 
who is on the ballot against former first lady 
Mirlande Manigat in Sunday’s pivotal presi- 
dential runoff election. 

“It was nothing,” said Damien Merlo, a 
spokesman for the Martelly campaign. “He’s 
fine and out and about getting out the vote for 
us.” 

Final results of the runoff will be released 
April i6, according to officials. 


Rescue 
provides 
some hope 
in Japan 

ISHINOMAKI, Japan A grand- 
mother and her teenage grand- 
son were rescued Sunday in Japan, 
nine days after they became trapped 
in their home following the earth- 
quake and tsunami, officials said. 

In the southern part of the Miyagi 
city of Ishinomaki, the 8 o -year-old 
woman and 1 6 -year-old boy were res- 
cued by medical workers, authorities 
said. 

Police were searching for survi- 
vors in the vicinity when the boy 
managed to crawl through the rub- 
ble onto the roof, the Ishinomaki 
police department said. The news 
gave hope to some that their missing 
loved ones maybe found alive. 

But for many Japanese people, the 
search now is not for survivors— it is 
for the bodies of their loved ones. In 
the town of Otsuchi, Keiko Chiba 
pointed to where she believes her 
husband’s body may be. Even if he 
survived the tsunami, she says, a re- 
sulting gas explosion that burned 
through the town likely killed him. 

Meanwhile, workers began to see 
some success in their battle to cool 
down reactors at the quake-damaged 
Fukushima Daiichi nuclear plant 
Sunday Japanese officials said they 
may need to release additional radio- 
active gas into the air.

“I watched a 4-5 game stretch and made 
an honest statement: VCU can beat anyone 
in the country on a neutral court,” Painter 
said. “I was hoping that team from VCU 
would not show up.” 

To put the mauling into perspective, con- 
sider that Purdue had allowed more than 
70 points just three times in 33 games. The 
Boilermakers entered seventh in the nation 
in adjusted defensive efficiency, according 
to kenpom.com, holding opponents to 
40.9 percent shooting. 

Then came a three-minute stretch early in 
the second half when VCU turned the game 
into a layup line. 

The Rams’ shot chart from that stretch 
looked like a smudge, with six baskets made 



within spitting distance of the rim. 

“They exposed us,” Painter said regard- 
ing his team’s flawed defense against VCU’s 
pick-and-roll. “It happened four straight 
times to three different guys.” 

Said E’Twaun Moore: “It was a basic thing 
of not rotating to the ball. We let them pick 
us apart.” 

VCU, a school of 32,000 students with 
a main campus located in Richmond, Va., 
advances to San Antonio to face Florida 
State. 

“It feels great,” VCU guard Joey Rodriguez 
said, “but we’re not satisfied. We’ve got a lot 
more to do.” tribune

Look out, Sacramento— injured Bulls star might be ready to rock 


If Carlos Boozer wakes up Monday 
with no negative reaction to practicing 
Sunday he will return from missing five 
games with a sprained left ankle as the 
Bulls try to win their 13th straight home 
game, against Sacramento. 

“We need him,” Derrick Rose said. 
“We can get back to our old things — 
passing to the post, playing inside-out, 
pick-and-roll, dropping it off to him and 
him finishing.” 

Then again. Boozer hadn’t done 
much finishing in his previous seven 
games before the March 9 injury aver- 
aging 12.7 points on just 12.3 shots. But 
coach Tom Thibodeau downplayed a 
question about Boozer’s lack of lift and 


explosiveness. 

“He was getting more attention in the 
post, double-teams and people drop- 
ping down on to him,” Thibodeau said. 
“We have to find different ways to get 
him a second look.” 

Boozer downplayed the same issue 
and said he’s eager to return because 
taking pressure off his teammates is ex- 
actly what he provides. 

“I feel good,” Boozer said. “I’m just 
making sure it’s right. The pain is still 
there. You don’t want to be stupid and 
come back too soon and have a nagging 
injury At the same time. I’d like to go. 
I’m looking forward to playing. My an- 
kle is feeling better every day”
